AN ACT to amend section six of act number three hundred 
sixty-eight of the Local Acts of eighteen hundred ninety- 
five, entitled "An act to revise, amend and consolidate all 
acts relative to union school district of the city of Flint." 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

Section 1. Section six of act number three hundred sixty- section 
eight of the Local Acts of eighteen hundred ninety-five, en- ^^^^ 
titled "An act to revise, amend and consolidate all acts rela- 
tive to union school district of the city of Flint," is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 6. The said board of trustees shall annually, on or Estimate of 
before the first Monday of June in each year, estimate and ^^"^ necessary. 
determine the amount necessary to be raised in addition to 
the other school funds for the ordinary expenses of the 
schools in said union school district : Provided^ That the Proviso, 
amount so to be determined shall not in any one year exceed ^^°^*' 
eight'tenths of one per cent of the assessed valuation of the 
taxable property of said district as last equalized; and 
previous to the second Monday of June of each year the 
president and secretary of said board shall make and deliver 
to each of the supervisors or assessing officers of said city of 
Flint a certificate in writing signed by them of the amount 
so determined, and the same shall be levied upon the taxable 
property of the said union school district, collected and re- 
turned at the same time and in the same manner as the taxes 
for general city purposes. The president and secretary of 
said board shall in like manner, before the second Monday 
of October in each year, make to each of said supervisors or 
assessing officers of the city of Flint, a certificate of the 
amount necessary to be raised to meet the next maturing 
installment of principal and interest on the^ bonded' debt of 
said school district, and also of any sum or sums which may 
have been voted to be raised at any special meeting of said 
district for any of the purposes named in this act, and the 
same, as also the one mill tax, shall be levied upon the taxa- 
ble property of the said union school district, collected and 
returned at the same time and in the same manner as the 
state and county taxes. All such school taxes shall be paid 
by the collector or collectors thereof directly to the treasurer 
of said district. ^ t 
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Sec. 2. This act shall not be in force until a majority of 
the qualified electors in the union school district of the city 
of Flint, voting thereon, shall vote in favor of the same. 
Said proposition shall be submitted to the voters of said dis- 
trict for their approval or disapproval at the annual spring 
election to be held in the city of Flint, Genesee county, Michi- 
gan, on Monday, the fourth day of April, A. D., nineteen- 
hundred twenty-one. Notice of such election shall be given 
and all votes on the question shall be taken, counted and 
canvassed in the same manner as is now required by law for 
the election of trustees of said district. The vote upon the 
proposition of amending said local act shall be by ballot 
which shall be in substantially the following form : 

Vote on proposition of amending act number three hun- 
dred sixty-eight of the Local Acts of eighteen hundred ninety- 
five, entitled "An act to revise, amend and consolidate all 
acts relative to union school district of the city of Flint." 

Make a cross in the appropriate square.

Such ballots shall be furnished by the school board of said 
district and shall be deposited in ballot boxes provided for 
that purpose. The result of said vote shall be certified to the 
county clerk of the county of Genesee and to the secretary 
of state. If a majority of the electors voting upon such propo- 
sition shall vote in favor of the amendment of said act num- 
ber three hundred sixty-eight of the Local Acts of eighteen 
hundred ninety-five, then this act shall be in full force and 
effect and not otherwise. 

Sec. 3. This act is hereby declared to be immediately 
necessary for the protection of the public peace, health and 
safety. 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect.

Section 1. The name of the village of Gobleville, Van 
Buren county, is hereby changed to Gobies. 
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Sec. 2. At the election to be held on the second Monday Referendum. 
in March, nineteen hundred twenty-two, the question of such 
change shall be submitted to the electors of said village. 
All votes on the question shall be taken, counted and can- 
vassed in the same manner as votes cast for candidates for < 
public office, voted for at said election in said village. The Ballot, form 
vote upon the proposition of such change of name shall be 
by ballot which shall be in substantially the following form : 

"Vote on proposition of changing the name of the village 
of Gobleville to Gobies. 

Make a cross in the appropriate square below.

Such ballots shall be furnished in the same manner as in 
other village elections. If a majority of the electors voting 
upon such proposition shall vote in favor thereof, then this 
act shall be in full force and effect and not otherwise.

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Section 1. Sections four, five, six, sevei^, ten and eleven 
of act number five hundred forty of the Local Acts of nine- 
teen hundred three, entitled "An act to establish a board 
of county auditors for the county of Saginaw, and to pre- 
scribe their powers and duties," are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

Sec. 4. Such board of county auditors shall meet for the 
transaction of business in the office of the clerk of the county 
of Saginaw, or in some convenient room in the court house 
of said county, after their appointment or election, on the 
second and fourth Wednesday of each month, and remain 
in session for such time as will be necessary to complete the 
business coming before said board, but not less than two 
days at each meeting: Provided, That if any or either of 
said Wednesdays shall fall upon a legal holiday, said board 
shall meet upon Thursday immediately succeeding, and re- 
main in session that day and day following. At the first 
meeting of said board they shall organize by electing one of 
their number chairman of said board, who shall continue as 
such chairman during his said term of office. In case of the 
absence of said chairman, the next oldest member in point 
of service shall become the acting chairman of said board. 
Any two members of said board shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. It is hereby made the duty 
of the county clerk, by himself or his deputy, to be in attend- 
ance during each of said meetings and be the clerk of said 
board without any compensation other than his regular 
salary. Said board shall have authority, to call for persons 
and papers and the examination of witnesses relating to any 
claim pending against said county. Said board sliall be in 
session from eight o'clock a. m. until twelve o'clock, noon, 
and from one o'clock p. m. until five o'clock p. m. of each 
day's session. Any member who shall absent himself from 
the meetings of said board for a period of one month without 
a reasonable excuse therefor shall forfeit his said office, and 
the roll call of said board of county auditors shall be all 
the evidence necessary to convict any such member of neglect 
of duty. In such case it shall be the duty of the county clerk 
to immediately notify such delinquent member to appear be- 
fpilB said clerk, county treasurer and judge of probaj^e of said 
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county within six days to show cause why his said office 

should not be declared vacant. If for any cause a vacancy J^^^^' ^*^^ 

shall be found to exist, said clerk, county treasurer and judge 

of probate shall proceed to fill said vacancy by appointment, 

and from their said judgment there shall be no appeal. 

Sec. 5. The members of said board of county auditors shall gjJJ^^J^^ 
receive a reasonable compensation to be fixed by the board etc ' 
of supervisors of said county. Said board of auditors shall 
audit and allow all of the premiums on the official bonds of 
the several county officers and their deputies. In addition custody of 
to their other duties said board of auditors shall on their last "^^^'^^^^ 
meeting in Octoiber prior to each biennial election solicit bids 
from the several banks of the county for the care and custody 
of the county moneys for the next two years, commencing 
January first thereafter, and said board at one of their fol- 
lowing November meetings shall proceed to open said bids, 
and award the contract to the bank offering the highest rate 
of interest on daily balances, said interest to be credited to 
the general fund of the county on the last day of each calen- 
dar month. Before any deposits shall be made with any bank Bank to 
or banks as aforesaid such bank or banks shall execute and conditions, 
deliver to such board of county auditors a bond in such sum, ®^^* 
and with such sureties as shall be approved by said board of 
county auditors, and the prosecuting attorney of said county. 
Such bonds shall be made to the county and shall be condi- 
tioned for the safe keeping and repayment of such moneys 
or any part thereof, on demand made by the board of county 
auditors, or the prosecuting attorney of said county both as 
to the principal and the interest thereon. Such bonds shall also 
contain such other conditions as may be required by said 
board of county auditors, or the prosecuting attorney of said 
county. If at any time said board of county auditors shall 
deem it unsafe to continue such deposit with any such bank 
or banks, or they shall deem the security given insufficient, 
they may direct the county treasurer to remove the deposits 
from any such bank or banks, and it shall thereupon be the 
duty of such treasurer to demand and withdraw such deposits, 
and re-deposit said funds in some other bank or banks as may 
be directed by said board of county auditors, or the prosecut- 
ing attorney of said county. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the county clerk to tabulate Bii^ tabu- 
all bills presented against the county of Sagipaw that are county eieVk?^ 
properly sworn to by the claimant, when so required, and to 
place the same in the hands of the board of county auditors 
at each of their said meetings, who shall proceed to audit and 
allow all just and reasonable bills against said county on 
the same conditions as bills are now allowed by the board of 
supervisors of said county. It shall be the duty of said ^*?[o°''of"^"' 
board of auditors to provide by contract with the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder for the publication of an accurate list of all 
claims allowed by said board, in one weekly newspaper 
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printed in the English language, having a circulation in said 
county. The published lists to show the name of the claimant, 
the amount claimed, and for what purpose, and the amount 
at which the claim was allowed. 

Sec. 7. All bills allowed by said board, or a majority of 
the members thereof, shall be paid by the county treasurer 
on an order signed by the chairman of said board and counter- 
signed by the county clerk, that said bills have been audited 
and allowed by said board of county auditors. No bills 
against the county of Saginaw shall be audited or allowed 
in any other manner than provided for herein except the- bills 
of the county drain commissioner which do not relate to his 
expense account, and such expenditures as may be author- 
ized by the board of supervisors of said county at any regular, 
special or adjourned session thereof, where payment shall be 
provided for in the resolution authorizing the same. In 
addition to the powers vested in said board of county auditors, 
they shall have power, and it shall be their duty to audit 
all of the books and accounts of the several county officers 
of said county of Saginaw, and for that purpose they shall 
remain in session during the last half of the month of Decem- 
ber and the first week of the following January. Said board 
may in its discretion employ an expert accountant to assist 
in said audit. They shall close such audit on the thirty-first 
day of December of each year, at which time they shall pro- 
ceed to make up their report of the condition of the several 
offices of the county, and file the same with the clerk of the 
board of supervisors on or before the first day of the regular 
January session of said board together with such recom- 
mendations as the said board of auditors may think proper 
to make. 

Sec. 10. Any member of said board of county auditors, 
who shall become financially interested in any contract with 
the county of Saginaw for gain, or who shall enter into collu- 
sion with any claimant, or with any other person, or persons 
to defraud the county of Saginaw, or shall violate any of the 
provisions of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, 
or imprisonment in the county jail not less than sixty days 
nor more than one year, or both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 11. All that part of act number six hundred fifty- 
four of the Local Acts of nineteen hundred five and all other 
acts or parts of acts contravening the provisions of this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 12. At the next general election to be held in the' 
county of Saginaw, there shall be submitted to the electors 
of said county the question of the amendment of said local 
act. All votes on the question shall be taken, counted and 
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canvassed in the same manner as votes cast for candidates 
voted for at said election in said county. The vote upon the f^^^^ 
proposition of amending said local act shall be by ballot 
which shall be in substantially the following form : 

"Vote on proposition of amending act number five hundred 
forty of the Local Acts of nineteen hundred three, entitled 
^An act to establish a board of county auditors for the county 
of Saginaw, and to prescribe their powers and duties,' as 
amended by act number five hundred sixty-seven of the Local 
Acts of nineteen hundred five.

Whereas^ Proof of the posting in five of the most public places in 
each of said townships of Marion and Charlevoix in this county, four 
weeks next prior hereto, and publication for four' successive weeks next 
prior to this date in the Charlevoix Sentinel, a newspaper printed and 
circulated in this county, of notice that application would be made at 
this time and place to this board of supervisors to have said boundary 
altered as aforesaid, and a map showing such proposed changes, are 
now on file; therefore, 

Kesolved^ By the board of supervisors of the county of Charlevoix in 
regular session assembled that the boundary line between the town- 
ships of Marion and Charlevoix in this county be altered and changed 
so that said boundary line will and does from this time forth follow the 
south side of sections 33, 34 and 35 of Charlevoix township, and the 
north side of sections 2, 3 and 4 of said township of Marion, and thereby 
transferring all of the northeast fractional quarter of said section 2 in 
town 33 north, range 8 west, in this county, from, said township of 
Charlevoix to the townhip of Marion: Provided^ Iwicever, That the 
taxes on said northeast quarter of said section 2 for the year 1921 shall 
be levied and collected as now assessed by the township of Charlevoix 
and paid over to the township of Marion.
